Brortox 1. That section eleven of chapter twenty-
six of the general statutes of the state of Minnescta be
f.nd the same is hereby amended so ae to read as fol-

8ec. 2. Any notary public who charges or receives
any fee or reward for any act or service done or ren-
dered by him under this chapter greater than the
amount limited by law, or who dishonestly or unfaith-
fully discharges his duties as notary public, shall, on
complaint filed and substantiated in like iahner as
other cases in the district court of the county in which
he residcs, be removed from his said office by such
court, and the court shall thereupon certify the fact of
such removal to the governor, and the party so re-
moved shall be thereafter ineligfble to a re-appointment
to the office of notary public in this state. .

This act shail be in force from and aftor its
passage. -
